He says the W illiam son county 
farmers took cotton sacks and g a t h ­ 
ered up all the dead squares which 
had been punctured by the weevil and 
fallen to the 
g round, 
continually 
going over the cro p in this way as 
long as there were fallen 
squares. 
The squares thus gathered were piled 
and burned. 
By this persistent meth­ 
od these farm ers have rid their sec­ 
tion of the pest. 
This method at first 
seems a pretty big job, but in actual 
operation, is not such a gre a t u n der­ 
taking, as has been proven to be the 
only successful way to c om bat the 
weevil.

FOO HOUSEWIVES 


Rubber Shield That Protects 
Finger of Sewer. 


TRAPPED BY HIS BLIND RAGE.

In sewing, especially when working 
with heavy, un wieldly materials, it is 
not only the thimble finger that suffers 
lf unprotected. The forefinger Is apt to 
be pricked and becomes callous and* 
sore. 
A convenient protection is shown In 
the rubber sewing finger here illus­ 
trated. 
Ventilation at the small end 
avoids sweating or drawing while in­ 
side ribbing holds it securely on the 
finger. 


Wall Paper Wisdom. 
A figured paper always makes the 
room appear smaller than does a plain 
paper. 
Red absorbs more light than any 
other color and should never lie used 
in a small or dark room. 
As a rule it 
is a poor color to pick in buying wall 
paper. 
Yellow adds light and warmth aud 
should be used in rooms having north 
em exposure. 
Green or blue should be used in 
rooms having much sunshine. 
Pink of a light shade adds light and 
warmth to a room. 
Wall paper should be light or dark 
enough to make a good background 
for the furniture. 
The design should 
never be prominent enough to com­ 
pete with the furniture or people.

Take about three pounds of rump 
beef, wipe and sprinkle with salt and 
pepper and dredge with flour.

Cover and bake four hours 
in a slow oven, basting every half hour 
and turning once during baking. 
Gravy 
may be made from the liquor in the 
pan. 


Strawberry Pudding. 
Select a quart of firm, ripe berries, 
wash and hull them; then mix with a 
cupful of granulated sugar. 
Butter a 
pudding dish and line it with small, 
thin slices of buttered bread, trimming 
off tho crusts. 
Turn in the berries 
and pour over them a custard made of 
the yolks of two or three eggs well 
beaten with two tablespoonfuls of 
sugar, a pinch of salt, a pint of scald­ 
ed milk and the juice of half a lemon. 
Bake until the custard is finn in a 
moderate oven. 
Whip tho whites of 
the eggs until stiff with just enough 
sugar to sweeten nicely, heap on top of 
the baked pudding and return to the 
oven to brown delicately. 


M incemeat. 
To one quart of cooked, chopped 
meat 
(tenderloin) 
add 
two 
quarts 
chopped apples, one quart measure of 
sugar, one pound chopped suet, one cup 
vinegar, oui; cup molasses, one tea 
spoonful nutmeg, one tablespoonful all­ 
spice, two tablespoonfuls cinamon, one 
half tablespoonful cloves, one pound 
raisins, one pound currants and juice 
of one or more lemons. 
If It Is too 
dry, add water and cook until currants 
and raisins are done. Then put in Jars 
and seal. 
If the tops of the jars are 
filled with boiling water the mince 
meat will not spoil nor become dry 


Stupid Obstinacy a 
Himalayan 
Bear Takes the Prize. 
“Most wild animals are utupid as well 
as greedy, but for sheer brainless ob­ 
stinacy in the face of opposition,” 
writes Prince Sa rath Ghosh iii ids book, 
“The Wonders of the jungle,” “there is 
no animal like tile Himalayan bear. If 
he finds a thing in his way he will al­ 
ways push it aside, if he can, even 
though it would be easier to go round 
the obstacle. 
‘‘The wily natives of India have ob 
served that trait in his character and 
from it have contrived a trap to catch 
him. They select a tree with a suitable 
horizontal bough. 
At a point on the 
bough about ten or twelve feet from 
the fork they fasten a bait likely to at­ 
tract the bear—honey, for example, or 
goat’s flesh. Then from another bough 
above th at one they suspend a heavy 
block of stone. The rope is so attached 
to the upper bough that the stone 
bangs between the bait and the fork of 
the tree. 
“The bear scents the bait from a dis­ 
tance, comes to the tree, sees the food 
on the bough and climbs up the trunk 
of the tree. 
Reaching the bough, he 
walks along It to get at the bait. But 
suddenly he notices the obstacle In the 
way and pushes it aside with his paw. 
The stone swings out of the way for a 
second, then it swings back and hits 
the bear on the paw. With a growl of 
irritation the bear pushes it aside more 
violently. 
The 
stone 
swings 
away 
again; then it returns with greater 
force and hits the bear on the chest. 
“W ith a snarl of rage the bear gives 
the stone a tremendous thrust and 
sends it ii]) into the .air in a wide 
curve. Then down comes the stone in 
a similar curve and hits the bear a 
thumping whack on the ribs. 
“Most animals would desist after that 
third blow; not so the boar. Ile is now 
in a perfectly mad rage, and a bear is a 
good boxer, n e hit-: out with his paws 
right and left and sends the stone 
hurtling forward in a still wider curve. 
Then after a few seconds tile stone 
comes back and hits the bear a terrific 
'uppercut' on tho jaw. 
“The bear is roused to white hot 
fury. 
He thinks an enemy is hiding 
behind the stone—as an enemy might 
do in tho jungle—and he is determined 
to reach that enemy. 
“But, alas, the bear never went to 
school ami learned the law of gravity! 
Every blow he hits the stone is re­ 
turned tenfold. And as the stone has 
no brains to be knocked out it is Hie 
bear th at gets knocked out at last. Ile 
will never, never give in until he is 
knocked out—of the tree. 
“Then the \^ly natives hiding below 
rush in with a net and throw it quick­ 
ly over him. 
“And that is how many menageries 
and zoos get their Himalayan bear.”

Des Moines, la.—Out on the prairies 
of Iowa is one of the most novel towns 
of the country. There is no bickering 
between townspeople and rural resi­ 
dents, as is often the case. 
The farm­ 
ers for miles around feel perfectly free 
to go to town without wearing starch­ 
ed shirts and collars. There is an air 
of mutual interest between town and 
country which would gladden the heart 
of any rural life expert The reason 
for this is that the town is owned by 
the farmers themselves. 
When he goes to town to buy a bar of 
soap or a new plow the farmer buys of 
himself, or rather he is a partner in the 
store. When he goes to the elevator he 
sells to his company the grain he has 
brought in. Perhaps his next stop will 
be at a bank owned and managed by 
the farmers themselves. 
The town is named Fernald. All of 
its business enterprises are owned by 
farmers living within a radius of three 
or four miles. Though built fourteen 
years ago, when the railroad was built, 
Fernald has a population of only lOi) 
and probably will not grow much 
larger in the years to come, because of 
the nearness of numerous other towns. 
But this does not mean that Fernald 
does not expect to grow and prosper, 
for tin* farsighted farmers who own 
the town do practically all of their 
trading there instead of patronizing 
mail order houses or buying in neigh­ 
boring towns. In fact, the town is just 
a big social center for the whole com­ 
munity. 
The town was founded by the farm­ 
ers in order to avoid making long hauls 
iii delivering crops to the railroad. A 
line elevator was built shortly after 
the town was founded, but it was not 
until about two years ago that it was 
purchased by a group of farmers op­ 
erating under the name of the Farm­ 
ers’ Grain company. II. 8. Fleagle, the 
farmer who put through the deal, was 
made manager of the elevator. The in­ 
vestment proved a wise one, for in the 
first year under the new management 
the elevator paid a profit of 90 per cent 
on the $5,000 capital. 
The Farmers’ Lumber company was 
organized by four farmers with a cap­ 
italization of $0,-100. Mr. Hoagie also 
manages the affairs of this company

Common sense tells us that the on­ 
ly way to stop the weevil is to burn 
the eggs. Every farmer knows the 
weevil deposits eggs in the square be 
fore the square falls from the stalk. 
If the squares are picked up and 
burned before the egg hatches, the 
boll weevils are destroyed.

The most im perfect science is mete 
orology. 
The margin of error in its 
calculations is sometimes en o rm o u s- 
sufficient to completely reverse a pre 
diction. 
The w eather bureau is a useful in 
stitution, based upon an incomplete 
system of correlated facts of observa 
tion, which are scientific as far as thej 
go. 
But there are elements concerned 
In the production of w eather aboil! 
which the methods of meteorology 
give no information. 
There are birds, insects and foul 
footed animals which have an incom 
parably 
greater 
foreknowledge 
ol 
w eather changes than the entire scion 
tiflc corps of the agricultural depart 
ment possesses. 
When the predictors of the weathe 
bureau give w arning of an approach 
ing storm they act on very much the 
sam e principle as th a t oil which a rail 
road tim e table is based. 
A train hav­ 
ing been announced by telegraph as 
started on a given line will arrive iii 
regular succession at certain points 
along th a t line, and a station agent at 
any given point can, if no accident in­ 
tervenes, foretell the moment of tho 
train's arrival at his station. 
Storm centers, or cyclones, moving 
across the country are in some ways 
comparable to trains following a time 
schedule. 
But unfortunately they do 
not run on rails, they are not driven by 
an invariable force, they are subject to 
interruptions and obstacles of many 
kinds, and instead of always keeping 
tile track and following the course 
they frequently w ander vaguely about 
or take an unexpected turn or else 
fade aw ay like exhausted whirls iii w a ­ 
ter. 
In fact, the w eather bureau predic­ 
tors are in the sam e quandary In which 
train dispatchers would find themselves 
if railroad tracks were shifting lines, 


MORPHY, THE CHESS WIZARl 


Marvelous Skill of the Greatest Mastei 
of Modern Times. 
Paul Charles Morphy, the famous 
American chess player, is classed as 
“perhaps the most remarkable ches« 
player of modern times.” 
H e was 
bora in New Orleans in 1837 and wai 
notably precocious as a child. 
IR 
showed this precocity particularly ii 
games of chess, and before he wa? 
thirteen 
had 
defeated 
many 
we! 
known am ateurs. 
For several years 
he studied law at the College 
Bout! 
Carolina and played chess oiiTy occa 
atonally. 
But iii 1857, a t the firsi 
American chess congress, held in Nevi 
york, he easily defeated the best play 
ers that could be brought against him 
In 1858 Morphy went to England 
and there defeated I>o wen thai, Boder 
and Bird and performed the most as 
tonishing feats in simultaneous games 
w ithout the board. 
When he w as lr 
Paris, the sam e year, he won five out 
of eight games w ith Ilarrw itz aud 
gave m any exhibitions of blindfold 
playing. 
It w as these last th a t were 
responsible for the early breakdowr. 
of his health. 
A fter his return to the United States 
in 1859 he defeated the visiting G er­ 
man expert, A n derson , in seven out of 
eleven games. 
H e was adm itted tc 
the bar and began to practice law In 
New Orleans. 
But the strain of his 
blindfold contests had been too great 
for his mind, and he was forced tc 
give up chess altogether and then tc 
abandon all m ental occupation. 
Ile 
lived In retirem ent until his death In 
1884. 
His activity thus covered a coni 
paratively short space of time. 
Morphy’s skill is described as knox 
plicable. 
Ho never was a close stud 
ent of chess. 
He played his games 
easily and quickly; with no prepara 
tion and little hesitation. Yet his com­ 
binations were “remarkable for finesse, 
depth, elegance and soundness.” 
Ile 
also possessed a phenomenal memory
